p o r t a b l e , alum inum irrigation 
equipm ent. 
The structure m easuring 100x123 
feet, and one story in height, was 
purchased just recently by Mr. 
Moulton from E. P. Coleman, Sikes­ 
ton farm operator who has been 
using the building to store equip­ 
m ent, seed fertilizer and insecti­ 
cides. Coleman has agreed to va­ 
cate one half of the building by 
M arch I and the balance of the 
building this coming fall. 
Mr Moulton who operates a high­ 
ly successful plant 
in Withrow, 
M innesota has arranged to begin

There are many problem s in the 
business of growing coffee which 
are peculiar to that industry alone, 
and Moulton and his engineers suc­ 
ceeded in coming up with a solu­ 
tion insofar as irrigation is con­ 
cerned.
